FIRST DAY, WEDNESDAY, AUGUST 29, 1917 


Opening—The Colorado Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
convened for its fifty-fifth annual session at nine o’clock a. m., Bishop 
Francis J. McConnell in the chair. The Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper 
was celebrated by the Bishop, assisted by. the District Superintendents 
and W. F. Clark, pastor in charge. 

Addresses of Welcome were given by District Superintendent W. T. 
Scott, Dr. G. W. Larimer, in behalf of Mayor C. F. Johnson, and by Miss 
Lizabeth A. Wells, chairman Reception Committee. After fittingly re- 
sponding to the addresses, the Bishop requested the Secretary to call the 
Conference Roll. 


Greetings From Absentees were delivered to Conference by various 
members and the Secretary was requested to tender the best wishes of 
Conference to those who are detained on account of illness. 

Deceased Members—The names of H. L. Beardsley and F. W. Imboden 
were called- while the Conference stood in silence. After brief mention 
of their work was made by the Secretary, the Conference was led in 
prayer by C. B. Wilcox. 

A. F. Ragatz was nominated by S. H. Kirkbride and elected Secretary 
of the Conference. He appointed G. L. Nuckolls and F. Zimmerman as 
Journalist Assistants and W. F. Steele as Assistant for the Annuitants’ 
Record. 

As Statistician, John Collins was named and elected for the twentieth 
year. As Assistants he named Murray Beattie, J. T. Bainbridge, G. W. 
Cook, J. McDonald and O. M. Bowman. 

As Treasurer, H. G. Ingraham was named and elected. As Assistants 
he named C. M. Cooper, A. W. Hall, J. G. Brawn, John Winterbourne, O. G. 
Konkel and E. G. Estlow. 

As Fare Equalizer, J. W. Mahood was elected, and named as Assist- 
ants G. E. Kitchen, J. H. Ketchum, J. T. Coulter, H. S. French. 

J. R. Rader was elected Postmaster for the thirtieth year. 

The Bar of the Conference was designated to include the first nine 
pews of the auditorium. 

Authority to Pay a printing bill of seven dollars ($7.00) was, on 
motion of G. EB. Konkel, given to Fare Equalizer J. W. Mahood. 

The Printed Program, with few exceptions, was adopted as the official 


program. 
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Committee on Platform Privileges—By motion of A. L. Chase, W. T. 
Scott and W. F. Clark were elected as Committee on Courtesies of the 
floor. 

Standing Committees for this session of Conference, as printed on last 
page of program, were, by motion of F. R. Hollenback, accepted by Con- 
ference. 

Nominations for the 1920 class of Conference Relations Board were 
submitted by F. R. Hollenback, said nominations to include two men from 
each District. C. M. Cooper, C. W. Huett, C. B. Wilcox, G. E. Konkel, G. F. 
Klein, J. Andrew Dean, R. H. Ayres, G. M. Henderson, Frost Craft and 
C. L. Mead were named. The election was ordered to proceed by ballot 
for the selection of four of the men named. 

A Motion by C. L. Mead was adopted requesting the Bishop to name 
a committee to draft suitable resolutions concerning the relation of the 
church to the nation. The.Bishop named C. L. Mead as chairman, with 
privilege to add other names to the committee. 

A Committee of Inquiry into the case of S. G. Dorey was suggested by 
J. J. Lace, and by common consent the Bishop named the following men: 
C. O. Thibodeau, A. L. Chase, J. F. Harris, G. W. Cage and F: E. McGuire.

FOUR O’CLOCK SESSION, WEDNESDAY AFTERNOON, AUG. 29, 1917 


Conference Called to Order at four o’clock, Bishop McConnell in the 
chair. ° 

The Election Results for members of the Conference Relations Board 
were announced by J. R. Edwards as follows: Elected to the class of 1920, 
C. B. Wilcox, C. L. Mead, R. H. Ayres and Guy H. Konkel. 

Conference Claimants’ Fund—J. R. Edwards made an informal report, 
introducing the matter of the Conference Claimants’ Fund and stating 
the work that had been done in Denver preparatory to the campaign to 
raise one hundred twenty. thousand dollars ($120,000). 

A Substitute Program for the raising of the full annuitants’ claim of 
Conference Claimants within the next three years was presented by W.F. 
Steele. (See resolution under Miscellaneous Reports and Resolutions.) 
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A Motion to Reconsider the advisability of putting on a campaign to 
raise the Conference Claimants’ Fund was presented by J. A. McClelland 
and adopted by vote of Conference. 

A Motion by S. H. Kirkbride was adopted, determining that this was 
an inopportune time to conduct a campaign for the raising of the Confer- 
ence Claimants’ Fund. :

The Secretary reported that, according to the action taken at the 
last Conference session, he had communicated with fifty Conference Sec- 
retaries concerning their methods of conducting the memorial services. 
The report was ordered turned over to the Committee on Memoirs. 

Adjournment—After announcements and call of committees, Confer- 
ence adjourned with benediction by C. B. Wilcox. 


FOURTH DAY, SATURDAY, SEPTEMBER 1, 1917 
MORNING SESSION 


Devotional Services were conducted by Guy EH. Konkel, with sermon 
by James A. Beebe. 

The Business Session opened at nine-fifteen with Bishop McConnell 
in the chair. 

The Minutes for the two preceding sessions were read and approved. 

Mark J. Fields was, on recommendation of the Board of Conference 
Relations and by vote of the Conference, placed on the Effective List. His 
transfer to the Wyoming State Conference was announced. 

A Draft for two thousand nine hundred thirty-six dollars ($2,936) 
from the Book Concern was presented by the Bishop, ordered indorsed by 
the Secretary and surrendered to the Board of Conference Stewards. 

Rev. E. R. Rice, D.D., representing the Board of Conference Claim- 
ants, addressed the Conference. 

Conference Adjourned by common consent and convened in session 
of the annual meeting of the Preachers’ Aid Society of the Colorado Con- 
ference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, with Bishop McConnell act- 
ing as chairman pro tem. 

An Estimating Committee to fix the salary of the Secretary of the 
Society was ordered appointed, said committee to consist of one preacher 
in the effective relation, one serving under special appointment and one 
in the retired relation. C. B. Wilcox, W. F. Steele and J. G. Bonnell were 
appointed. 

J. A. Beebe was appointed to give the annual address to the Preach- 
ers’ Aid Society at the next session of Conference. 

Election of Officers—On nomination of John Collins and order of 
members present, the Secretary was instructed to cast a ballot electing 
the following men: 

Trustees of the Preachers’ Aid Society, to serve through 1920—W, F. 
Steele, F. R. Hollenback, J. J. Flint. To fill vacancy caused’ by resignation 
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of Guy E. Konkel in class of 1919, L. J. Hole. Ag Stewards, the above to 
serve as stated. To serve through 1919: O. M. Bowman, W. D. Waller. 
To fill the vacancy caused by resignation of O. K. Maynard and serve 
through 1918: A. J. Waller. 


Jubilee Funds of the Preachers’ Aid Society were ordered classified 
and dispersed according to resolution adopted. (See resolution.) 

An Amendment changing the Constitution of the Preachers’ Aid 
Society, as follows, was adopted: 


“Adopted by action of Annual Meeting of Preachers’ Aid 
Society, an Amendment to Constitution.—By adding to Article 5, 
Section 2, after the word ‘Conference’ in line 2, the words ‘or 
patrons’; making the section read: ‘It shall be the duty of every 
member holding a special or District appointment to contribute 
to the Conference or Patrons’ Permanent Fund at or before each 
Annual Session of the Conference a sum equal, or at least, one 
per cent of the support received for serving such appointment, 
less house rent and District traveling expenses.’ ” 


Report of Stewards was given by John Collins and the budget of 
$26,600 was adopted by vote of members. 

Adjournment—By vote of members, the annual session of the Preach- 
ers’ Aid Society adjourned and Conference session was resumed. 

. H.M. Pingree presented a resolution, which was seconded by R. H. 
Forrester, providing a plan for the presentation of the work of Connec- 
tional and Authorized Boards on alternate years. O. W. Auman, C. L. 
Mead and H. M. Pingree were appointed on this committee. (See resolu- 
tion elsewhere.) 

The Peniel Trust Association’s Annual Report was presented by F. R. 
Hollenback and adopted by vote of Conference. (See report.) 

Election—By order of the Conference, the Secretary cast the ballot 
electing Isaac J. Keator, O. W. Auman and F. R. Hollenback as trustees 
of the Peniel Trust Association for the ensuing year. 

Bishop Earl Cranston sent greetings to the Conference, which were 
read by the Secretary, who was directed to make suitable reply. 

The Book Committee report was read by the Secretary and adopted 
by the Conference. 

G. G. Saywell was appointed to solicit subscriptions for the Methodist 
Review. ; 

Mr. Hoover, director of the Commission on Food Conservation of 
the United States, sent a communication to the Conference through Bishop 
McConnell, requesting the co-operation of our Colorado Methodist con- 
stituency in the matter of food conservation. On motion of O. W. Auman, 
Conference ordered that the District Superintendents should obtain the 
desired information and report to the Bishop, who would forward same 
to Washington, D. C. 
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An Afternoon Session was ordered by vote of Conference to con- 
vene at two-thirty p. m. 


Adjournment of This Session of Conference was ordered for Monday 
at eleven-thirty a. m. 

Rev. Oscar Huddleston, D.D., representing the Board of Foreign Mis- 
sions, was introduced and addressed Conference. 

A Child Welfare Committee was appointed by the chair, consisting of 
G. F. Rassweiler, A. N. Chapman and R. L. Smith. 

Rev. L. C. Beasley, D.D., fraternal delegate from the Denver Con- 
ference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, was introduced and 
addressed the Conference in a most delightful manner. 

The Continuation of Fraternal Relations was provided for by a 
motion of W. F. Steele, which provided that the Bishop should appoint a 
delegate from this Conference, to bear our greetings to the Denver Con- 
ference of the Methodist Church, South, at their next Annual Session. 
The motion was unanimously adopted. 

Henry A. Wood was passed to the third year’s studies and, on rec- 
ommendation of the Board of Conference Relations and vote of Confer- 
ence, granted Deacon’s Orders. 

Rev. Franklin Ream, D.D., of the Board of Education, was introduced 
and addressed the Conference. 

The Class for Admission to full membership was called by the Bishop. 
William M. Garner, Stanley A. Curtis, Maurice Bullock, Claude B. Martin 
and Henry A. Wood answered the Disciplinary questions and were, by 
vote of Conference, admitted into full membership. 

E. T. Albertson, State Secretary of the International Sunday School 
Association, was introduced and addressed the Conference. 

Adjournment—After announcements and call of committees, Con- 
ference adjourned with the benediction by J. A. Beebe. 


FOURTH DAY, SATURDAY, SEPTEMBER 1, 1917 
AFTERNOON SESSION 


Conference Convened at 2:30 p.m. with O. K. Maynard in the chair.

H. M. Pingree, Superintendent of Methodist Sunday Schools in Colo- 
rado, Wyoming and Utah, addressed the Conference. 


A. F. Ragatz, Secretary, Western Agency, American Bible Society, 
addressed the Conference on the work of the Society. 

Resolutions and Reports from the following Committees were read 
and adopted (see reports): Sunday €chools, Relation of the Child to the 
Church, Foreign Missions, Home Missions and Church Extension, The 
Movement for the Salvation of the Little Child, Statistical Report, Treas- 
urer’s Report, Fare Equalizer. 

Complimentary Resolutions as follows were presented by A. N. 
Chapman:

Adjournment sine die of the Fifty-fifth Annual Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church was ordered after the reading of the ap- 
pointments and the benediction by Bishop McConnell.

(A) REPORTS OF DISTRICT SUPERINTENDENTS 


COLORADO SPRINGS DISTRICT 


The story of the Colorado Springs District for the past year may be 
summarized in three words, upsetments, adjustments, and work. If vic- 
tory may be added as another term, and from the reports this seems to 
be true, then the miraculous is pretty nearly in evidence... The appoint- 
ments of last year had not been read over one hour when pastoral 
changes began on the Colorado Springs District, and have continued with 
little show of abatement up to the present time. The changes and new 
appointments during the year have been seventeen out of a total of forty 
charges. The old assumption that preachers in the Methodist Church 
are appointed for a year has received a formidable jolt, but the old ques- 
tion as to whether the district superintendent has ever anything to do 
which is worth while, is on the Colorado Springs District still a debat- 
able question until we get a little more light on the results of this sub- 
episcopal authority in moying about the men of the district. 

A serious condition has prevailed which has been effected by the war. 
Highty-five per cent of the pastoral support, and perhaps a larger per cent 
of the benevolences, have come from the towns and communities which 
have been supported by the wage-earning classes with a sprinkling of 
the truck gardening communities included in this percentage. This has 
meant that practically all of the support has come from people who have 
seen the cost of living go up by leaps and bounds, while wages have been 
but slightly increased or have remained stationary. The churches have 
felt the burdens keenly, and it seems that there must be retrenchment 
in a number of the churches. The small percentage of dry farmers will, 
however, show prosperity. 

But with ail these unprecedented inter-conference changes which have 
broken into the pastoral relations, combined with the stringency in four- 
fifths of all the charges, there seems to be progress. The pastors have 
looked after their benevolences with a sacrificial spirit which has been 
heroic. From all the facts obtainable at the time this report was made, 
the district should report progress over last year, barring a $5,000 sub- 
scription which was then credited to the Woman’s Home Missionary 
Society, and which was not duplicated this year. 

Mrs. C. O. Marsh, the wife of the pastor at Erie, died shortly after 
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Conference, and later Brother Marsh himself left for Utah. This was the 
only death in any parsonage during the year. W. B. Read was compelled 
to leave Idaho Springs and seek a more western climate for his health. 
Benjamin Hitelgeorge has acceptably filled out the year. Brother J. H. 
Boner, who has done such excellent work at Hugo and Burlington, feels 
the need of rest for a year. R. S. Rutledge came back from Kansas and 
was stationed at Broomfield. While there he met with a serious accident, 
being run down by an automobilist. His condition is such that he may 
be compelled to take a retired relation. 

We have established a new work at Boyero in the dry farming com- 
munity, and a new church will be dedicated the first Sunday following 
the close of this Conference. The beginning of a great structure at 
Burlington was begun by J. H. Boner, which when completed will be the 
most spacious church property in all our dry land section. 

The restricted space of these reports makes it impossible to speak 
of the brethren, all of whom have rendered capable and conscientious 
service. A passing remark concerning the new men of the district 
appointed at the last Conference may not be inappropriate. Guy HE. 
Konkel, with-his versatile and winning ways, has done a fine work at 
Canon City. His report will show remarkable advances along all lines. 
Dr. Wilcox of First Church, Colorado Springs, came back to a pastorate 
he had served for a period of nine years. It is but fair to say that with 
all the former reputation for pulpit and pastoral work, that he has never 
quite equaled the work which he has done during the past year, and there 
has been sent to this Conference an unanimous request that he be 
returned again to the work. C. H. Inman put his great shoulders under a 
tremendous load at St. Paul’s, and we believe that his record for work 
cannot be excelled by that of any other man in the Conference this past 
year, and his work has been of an eminently successful kind. Fred Zim- 
merman of Littleton has put a great deal of enthusiasm among a people 
who have shown themselves to be naturally conservative. There is no 
church in the district which is now run on a more businesslike basis. 
The salary next year willbe $1,200 and house—a leap from $750 and 
house of the past year. 

There is no longer any Colorado City Church. The church has been 
added to the list of the Colorado Springs churches by the absorption of 
Colorado City into Colorado Springs, and the church will hereafter be 
known by the name of Trinity. The pastor, A. L. Chase, has. had a remark- 
able year. Every branch of the church has been flourishing under his 
pastorate and he brings a fine report to Conference. 

In these troublous war times the District Superintendent has had 
two leading desires: First, that the church may keep its evangelistic 
fervor in winning men; and, second, that it should remember its con- 
nectional ties and maintain its sense of helpfulness with all men every- 
where. I believe that the brethren of the district have had these two 
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desires in a measure at least equaling that of the District Superintend- 
ent, and the reports will show that with all of the distressful conditions 
there has been everywhere an uplifted standard and a passionate appeal 
for men to be reconciled to God, and then in turn to hold out a hand of 
help to the world. 

Was COME 


DENVER DISTRICT 


In reporting the work of the Denver District at the close of this, 
another Conference year, we believe that we can register some distinct 
advance in the affairs of the Kingdom through the instrumentality and 
loyal service of the pastors and churches of the district. Greater loyalty 
to district and connectional program than that which has been rendered 
by the pastors of the Denver District could not be asked for, and the 
churches have been cordial and faithful to all the suggestions and instruc- 
tions of the church. 

Special Committees on Efficiency and Program were appointed in 
each church in the district before the opening of the Conference year, 
which reported at the first Quarterly Conference. Hach of these com- 
mittees made a careful survey of the needs and opportunities of church 
and community and was instrumental in the development of an intelli- 
gent and effective approach to the community task of the church. 

In each of these local church programs the instruction and systematic 
education of the church and community in the higher constructive issues 
of the Kingdom were emphasized. The actual work of religious educa-_ 
tion has therefore, increased’ in kind and efficiency throughout the year. 

A vigorous and devout campaign of personal evangelism was entered 
into heartily by all the churches of the district from January ist to Easter 
Day, which resulted in the following totals: 

Total accessions, 1,212. Of these, 796 were received from the Sun- 
day Schools; 444 were under 16 years of age; 137 were between the ages 
of 16 and 20; 584 were over 20 years of age; 8.259 names appeared on the 
Constituency Roll of ali of the churches. Had we been efficient enough 
to have reached the last person on these Constituency Rolls, we would 
have more than doubled the entire membership of the district. This work 
was accomplished by the pastors with the help of 8238 enlisted personal 
workers. All of the churches had some evangelistic organization, and 
most of them were very effective. It is believed that in another year 
we shail know better how to undertake this most important task. 

A three weeks’ campaign on Christian stewardship was carried out 
in the early part of the year and resulted in an increased interest in this 
all-important phase of Christian life. 

A District Parish Abroad has been arranged for our district through 
the Foreign Board and includes the support of the East Konju District, 
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Korea (including the salary of the Superintendent, Rey. F. E. C. Williams), 
the educational work in Seoul, Korea (including the salary of O. A. Wel- 
ler), the support by Grant Avenue Church of Professor E. C. Jones, Presi- 
dent of the Union Christian University at Foochow, China,—a total of 
$5,150, which sum our district hopes to reach soon in its giving to foreign 
missions. Both of these young men in Korea whose support the district 
has undertaken are Denver young men and they and their wives have 
gone out from two of our Denver churches. Grant Avenue Church was 
much delighted with a week’s visit during the year from Prof. BE. C. 
Jones, its pastor abroad, together with one of the Chinese students from 
the Anglo-Chinese College at Foochow. 

The Denver District sent a larger delegation than ever before to the 
Missionary Education Movement Conference at Hstes Park and contrib- 
uted its due quota to the total of 79 Methodist delegates in attendance on 
the Conference. I am glad to report a much enlarged interest and dele- 
gation from-all of the districts of the Colorado Conference. 

Most of the churches of the Denver District have become members 
of the Inter-Church Council of the city and are contributing much to the 
success of this united movement. 

War Relief Committtees have been appointed in all our churches and 
much has been accomplished in the way of service and contributions by 
all of the churches of the district. 

Two building enterprises have been under way during the year. Wash- 
ington Park will soon be ready to break ground and Park Hill has suf- 
ficient cash in the bank to begin a building enterprise as soon as prices 
of material will warrant. 

Thirteen of the churches of the district have already made their 
“every member canvass” and have the amount of their budgets pledged 
for next year. 


New Work 


The work at People’s Chapei is to be turned over to the Deaconess 
Settlement for the ensuing Conference year and the work at St. James 
Church, which has been revived during the past Conference year, is to 
be made the center of a circuit for that part of the city. 

Trinity Church has rendered invaluable service in the reorganization 
of the St. James Sunday School under the direction of Claude W. Blake, 
as Superintendent, with other consecrated workers who have been his 
assistants. Rev. W. H. Witter of the Illinois Conference has been the 
pastor during eleven months of the past Conference year. 

“Edgewater, which has been a part of the Merritt Memorial Circuit, 
has been given a resident pastor and will constitute a station for the 
ensuing year. Already constructive work has been begun by the new 
pastor, Roy H. McVicker, and the development of a well-organized com- 
munity church is well under way. 
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The Charges 

Argo and Globeville have had a good year of steady progress under 
the leadership of V. R. Bell of the Nebraska Conference. 

Asbury has had a good year under the versatile direction of G. F. 
Rassweiler. 

Barnum is a growing church and invites the return of its pastor, L. 
M. Keiley, a student pastor of the Wyoming State Conference, at an 
increased salary. 

Berkeley Church has-had a great year. Extensive improvements on 
church and parsonage properties this year, following the payment of the 
old debt last year, together with the steady advance of the life and mem- 
bership of the church, marks the leadership of J. G. Brawn. 

The third year of the pastorate of J. R. Edwards at Cameron Church 
shows the gradual and persistent fulfillment of large plans well laid at 
the very beginning of the pastorate. 

R. L. Smith has revealed a fine talent for wise building in a strong 
year’s work at Christ Church. 

Clough and Wright Churches have shown new signs of life under 
the guidance of R. E. Gordon of the Kansas Conference. 

H. M. Bettenhousen has closed his pastorate at Englewood and gone 
to Chicago University for additional post-graduate work. 

Epworth Church continues its firm program of abundant and Christ- 
like service to the people of its community, and A. N. Chapman is still 
its pastor. 

The closing of the second year of C. E. Carroll’s pastorate at Fifth 
Avenue witnessed an advance in all departments of the work. 

Grace Church has enlarged program, new vision and increasing ac- 
complishment under the untiring leadership of C. O. Thibodeau. 

Grant Avenue Church, under the indomitable leadership of James 
Thomas, was one of the three debt-paying churches of the district this 
year and is developing an ever-enlarging program of activities. 

Harkness Heights has made improvement in church property and 
shows vitality in all forms of church life. O. A. H. de la Gardie of the 
Illinois Conference is the pastor. 

M. L. Bullock closes a good year at Hess Church, with all obligations 
of the budget paid in full and benevolences largely in hand. 

Highlands Church has had another year of good preaching, persistent 
organization and everything in full under the pastorate of L. J. Hole. 

F. P. Sulmonetti plans increased activities and a larger program than 
ever for the Italian Institutional Church and he’ll do it. Read his printed 
report, which he brings to Conference for free distribution. Don’t glance 
over it. Read it. : 

John Collins Church has had nine months of excellent leadership by 
L. A. Moore. Prof. B. B. Kessler has been the supply pastor during the 
closing months of the year. 
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Merritt Memorial has been growing throughout the entire pastorate 
of H. S. French, and in the mid-year raises the pastor’s salary $200. 

Park Hill has had a phenomenal growth during the five years of F. E. 
McGuire’s pastorate and the prospects for the new church building are ; 
only temporarily delayed. : 

Simpson church has had a divided year. J. H. Ketchum, because of a 
series of mid-year moves, was taken to Fowler, and the year at Simpson 
was completed in a satisfactory manner by Murray Beattie, a student 
pastor. : 

At our great Methodist center, Trinity Church, a truly wonderful year 
has just been concluded. This has probably been the greatest year in 
all the history of Trinity Church. Thirty-three thousand dollars were 
raised in a whirlwind campaign for the liquidation of the old persistent 
debt; the year is closed with all bills paid, all benevolences in full and a 
cash balance in the treasury. The membership, including the non- 
resident list, now numbers more than two thousand. By official action 
of the Fourth Quarterly Conference, Dr. Mead is invited back for life. 

University Park Church has had an unusually prosperous year under 
the pastorate of W. HE. Bell. The year has closed with the finances all 
provided for. What have probably been the largest regular congregations 
in the history of the church have waited upon the preaching of the pastor. 

At Warren Memorial Church we have had another great year of con- 
structive leadership under Dr. O. W. Fifer. All of the indebtedness on 
the church property has been provided for by a mid-year campaign, yield- 
ing more than $11,000. All of the organizations of the church have been 
strengthened, the membership increased and the congregations enlarged. 
Dr. Fifer has preached this year to some of the largest congregations ever 
assembled in this church. 

At Washington Park the unique community program has been sguc- 
cessfully carried forward, the membership has increased and the influence 
of the church has been effectively widened under the vigorous and wise 
leadership of George L. Nuckolls. The plans for the new $50,000 church 
are now complete and bids will be asked and the contract let at an early 
date. It is hoped that the fine program of this great church will be prop- 
erly housed before the meeting of another Conference. 

Our educational institutions will be reported by Chancellor Buchtel 
and President Beebe.

GREELEY DISTRICT 
In prefacing this brief summary of the Greeley District for the year 
just closed, it is fair to say that while church work has by no means been 
paralyzed, we have been confused and even distracted by the nation’s 
sudden plunge into the great war. When the rolls of the Fourth Quar- 
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terly Conference were called, name after name was checked off, with 
the comment that they had been called to the colors or were waiting for 
the September summons. In certain instances Sunday School classes 
have been aimost depleted, and the realities of war in the first stages 
are coming close home. Uncertainty is in the air, but men are clinging 
to the eternal verities. Attendance upon the ministries of the church, 
instead of falling off, seems to be increasing. 

The proposed great drive for the Conference Claimants’ Endowment 
Fund, which was to have been the feature of the year’s team work, 
would have been well on the way but for the counter drive of unexpected 
events. Concerning this great interest the Greeley District awaits your 
further instructions. I am sure the people would have been in the mood 
to respond but for the doubtful signs of the times. 

Our building enterprises have been seriously embarrassed by the 
appalling increase of the cost of labor and materials. Nevertheless, the 
total showing is good. The new parsonages at Bennett and New Raymer 
are completed and occupied. The new $3,000 church at Snyder is about 
ready for dedication. The Johnstown church was raised and a full 
basement built and the property otherwise improved. The church and 
parsonage properties at Kersey have been overhauled and put in good 
condition. New houses of worship are in varying stages of construction 
at Keota, Grover, New Raymer and Stoneham. These will range in value 
from $1,500 to $8.000. A severe hail in the vicinity of Buckingham three 
weeks ago had the effect of delaying the new building there for another 
twelve months. Ten thousand dollars have been subscribed on the pro- 
posed $20,000 church at Wray, and this project will go forward during 
the year, barring unseen obstacles. In the neighborhood of $5,000 are 
pledged for a new church at Akron. Methodism is most seriously handi- 
capped here until a suitable building can be realized. 

Bonded indebtednesses against church properties have been cancelled 
at Wiggins, Pierce and Brush during the year. 

The older and more established churches have pursued their courses 
steadily, with manifest tendencies toward the deeper and broader Chris- 
tian objectives. It is encouraging to note a gradually increasing vision 
‘-vhich cpens the way for definite and intelligent programs. In this class 
of churches we are making gratifying gains in the financial and educa- 
tional standards. There is no incompatibility between the educational 
program and the deepest spirituality. The hip hurrah methods which 
seemed to work well in other days cannot substitute (the need) for line 
upon line and precept upon precept. While there have been no great 
revivals of the conventional type, with a very few exceptions, the mem- 
berships are steadily increasing. The largest net increases in member- 
ship are those recorded at Greeley, Brush and Yuma, being 115, 59 and 
63, respectively. Our most remarkable all-round gains are those made in 
the so-called dry land sections. In spite of the two months’ drouth and 
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an unusual amount of hail, phenomenal growth is being realized. The 
most notable example is the Pawnee Circuit in eastern Weld County. Two 
years ago chaos reigned in religious matters. Today we have a circuit of 
nearly 100 members, the pastor occupies a new eight-room parsonage, 
two churches are in the building, with a possible third, and but for the 
terrible hails a fourth building would have been realized, and the charge 
is paying $1,400 cash without missionary money. P. D. Griffin is the 
fortunate pastor. The growth of the Byers Circuit under the hand of 
Alex. Denham, a local preacher of the homesteader type, is scarcely less 
wonderful. Methodism has peculiar fitness for this kind of work. 

Our pastors are doing wonders in the matter of neighborhood exten- 
sion work. Forty school houses are utilized for regular preaching places 
on Sunday afternoons in addition to the stated appointments. Outstanding 
work has been done by Pastors Ayres, Dickey, Bainbridge, Ingraham, 
Rice, Winterbourne and several others. 

The legal contest between the Haton church and the heirs of the 
John J. Alger estate, early in the year, brought a decision in favor of the 
church. Mr. Alger left his will so as to bequeath the residuary portion 
of his property to the local church and named the then pastor, J. W. 
Mahood, as one of the three executors. The contest was a long and in 
some respects a painful story. It is enough to say that the courts sus- 
tained the contention of the church, and as the result the sum of $11,000 
cash stands in the bank to the credit of the building fund. 

After a long struggle for existence, Methodism hag finally hauled 
down her flag at Berthoud and acknowledged defeat. But for a long 
series of misfortunes we might have been the leading religious force in 
that community. We have even surrendered to the Germans. The Ger- 
man Congregationalists have bought the property for $1,700, to be paid 
for on the installment plan. Cash has been realized from all sources to 
cover outstanding bills and our obligations to the Board of Church Exten- 
sion. The valuable services of Mr. W. B. Parker of the Peter Mintner 
Lumber Company, who acted as receiver in closing up the accounts, are 
hereby gratefully acknowledged. 

The interests of higher Christian education are kept constantly before 
the churches. The University of Denver as the goal for our young people 
is constantly emphasized in the quarterly conferences. This was one of 
the five points of emphasis for the year’s program. 

The door of our opportunity for work among the Methodist students 
in the state institutions is steadily widening. The co-operation manifest 
is truly gratifying. Thirty-two of the faculty members are identified 
with the local churches, most of whom are active members of the official 
boards. The entering wedge at Boulder last fall in the form of a student 
pastor secretary shows satisfactory results. The Boulder church dupli- 
cated the gift of the Board of Home Missions, making a fund of $1,000. 
We should have twice the amount. We were peculiarly fortunate in the 
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services of Parker Jordan through most of the year. We ought to have 
student secretaries at both Fort Collins and Greeley by another year. 
The analysis and summary of Methodist statistics for the three institu- 
tions the past year reveal the following facts: at registration time last fall, 
six hundred twenty-nine students signed cards with Methodist membership 
or preference. Four hundred and twenty-eight of these are members of the 
Methodist Episcopal church. Three hundred and sixty-two of these are more 
or less active in League, Sunday School and church in the three college 
towns. Nine large Sunday School classes are maintained exclusively for and 
by the students. The needs of this great field should be more fully recog- 
nized by the Conference. The Methodisms of Illinois, Nebraska, Wis- 
consin and Iowa are setting inspiring examples before us. A small per- 
centage should be added to the Conference educational budget for this 
work from this time on. Too much praise cannot be given the three pas- 
tors serving Boulder, Fort Collins and Greeley for the care they are giving 
the students. 

It has been a year of large financial demands. The Red Cross, the 
Y. M. C. A. and kindred worthy causes have gleaned to the remotest cross- 
roads. We mention it with pardonable pride that the Methodist ministers 
were recognized leading spirits in these campaigns. Current expense 
accounts and the benevolences naturally suffered somewhat, making it 
necessary to stress the finances with unusual diligence. Salaries are 
met with practically no exceptions. It was the plan to put the Greeley 
District in the same class with the Great Bend District of Kansas, with 
a 100 per cent benevolence record, but we have fallen short in about eight 
charges. Procrastination is the thief of the benevolences. 


The problem of trained Christian leadership has been definitely 
grappled. We sent twenty-one young people to the M. BE. M. Conference 
at Estes Park in July. This number ought to be doubled next year. Sev- 
eral of the pastors conducted their delegations personally. The District 
Conference at Brush and the District League Convention at Fort Collins 
in March and May, respectively, were unusually good. 


The question of the adequate support of pastors has come to be a 
vital issue. In several cases charges must be combined to maintain pas- 
tors on the field. I have been crowding Quarterly Conferences hard to 
get increasing salaries. Somewhat more than 50 per cent have responded. 
This condition, coupled with the threatening famine in ministerial sup- 
ply, makes the task of the District Superintendent a difficult one. 

Rey. and Mrs. Estlow of Hillrose lost a little babe in the early year. 
In May, Mrs. Rice, wife of Brother A. W. Rice of Wray, was released from 
pain and went to live with God. With these exceptions, health has pre- 
vailed in the parsonage homes. 

With profound gratitude to the Father of Life for His unspeakable 
goodness, and with the deepest sense of appreciation of the uniform kind- 
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ness of the pastors and the fine hospitality of the parsonage homes, I 
submit this report to the fifty-fifth session of the Colorado Conference.

GRAND JUNCTION DISTRICT 


Five words roughly sketch the contents of this report—ministers, 
evangelism, money, problems, program. 

Interest centers first in the personnel of our ministerial force. Col- 
lectively, three words describe them—loyal, fine-spirited, efficient. Indi- 
vidually, there would be exceptions. A roll cali at the end of the Con- 
ference year reveals all originally appointed on the district still in service 
except two, W. C. Cronk and R. Staniforth. W. J. Keeser takes Cronk’s 
place at Paonia and W. J. Groat, a local deacon, takes Chama, N. M. 
A. L. Leech transferred in from the Maine Conference and takes Keeser’s 
place at Austin. 

J. Albert Dean is a double Ph.D., having received his second degree 
in June at Grove City, Pa. J. Andrew Dean of Carbondale and Basalt, 
early in the year, mapped the Roaring Fork Valley from Cattle Creek to 
Snow Mass, locating every family, and has worked this great field, much 
of the time on foot. William Pepper redeemed a difficult situation at 
Glenwood Springs when, under his magic touch, discouragements took 
wing, and now he has a smiling, happy congregation. B. F. Ross has for 
two years been Bishop of the entire Eagle Valley and has borne both 
the honors and the burdens of his office well. A. J. Hutchins has put Rifle 
on the church map, leading in a great pre-conference campaign for next 
year’s finances which promises a substantial advance in all salary claims. 
F. H. Rose of Meeker needed a car for that great field. He found a man 
who had a Ford which he could not run, paid him $160 for it, picked a bit 
of steel out of the magneto and found himself the owner of a $300 outfit. 
P. M. Resor has had Clifton and Grand Valley. Next year he is wanted 
by Clifton alone at a larger salary than both have been paying this year. 
W. H. Rose, the only man on the district who has served one charge more 
than two years is wanted back for the fifth year at Bethel and DeBeque. 
H. L. Elston has served well at Mesa and Plateau City. He grows rapidly 
and wears well. G. W. Cook raised $1,000 for the Palisade debt. He has 
come gloriously through one of the hardest years of his ministry. W. N. 
Tobie gripped his people and the entire community at Grand Junction 
as few pastors have ever done, but his health broke entirely under the 
strain. He takes leave of absence next year. T. C. Collister carries 
the banner of a larger Methodism in Fruita. He if called a “great” 
preacher by his people. WH. H. Fleisher, another veteran, has held the 
lower Grand Valley at Loma and Mack for future generations of large 
salaried preachers. He received $400 from a reluctant people for doing 
it. He won a battle for the next man. Delta has been reconstructed under 
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the ministry of G. F. Klein, back incidental debts have been cleared up 
and he has a smiling, happy people promising him an increase if he will 
come back next year. O. M. Bowman lives in a new bungalow parsonage 
at Cedaredge. There is money in hand to pay for it entire. A. B. Horton 
of Hotchkiss believes in and practices an evangelistic ministry. C. D. 
Basham has demonstrated the value of the stereopticon as a pastor’s 
helper in solving the problem of the Sunday evening service at Crawford. 
J. T. Carson of Olathe has organized a flourishing community church at 
Menoken. He brings to Conference one of the best reports from the dis- 
trict. J. T. Coulter has patiently led his people in the gigantic task of 
church building. The balance on the $11,000 basement has been paid and 
a fund created which now permits of beginning work on the superstruc- 
ture. This is a field for a ministerial Hercules. J. S. Ferris brought a 
bride to the Gunnison pasonage in December. She presides there so 
gracefully that his people have decided that he must have a better par- 
sonage next year. Miss Hmma Tage demonstrates that a woman can 
supply a Methodist Church successfully. She has built up a fine rural 
organization at Uncompahgre and her fame has gone abroad. J. M. Flynn 
has occupied a difficult field successfully at Ridgway and Colona. The 
latter place has lost most of its Methodist people by rémovals. He has 
given Ridgway one of the best years in its history. A. T. Munger of Nor- 
wood was brought to death’s door by appendicitis in May, but recovered 
and two months later went forth better than ever. Stanley A. -Curtis is 
pastor of all Dolores and part of Montezuma Counties. He and his Ford 
are everywhere. This year he opened work at Rico, which is his sixth 
regular preaching point. W. W. Speer has worked along community lines 
at Cortez. He is asked for next year by other than the Methodists. In 
Durango, W. S. Grim of our church has held his own and more, and that 
is saying much. When the Methodisms reunite it will help our work there. 
Ignacio and Bayfield both praise the ministry of Louis Gale. He will 
report 100 members this year. There were fourteen on the roll last year. 
L. P. Fagen has completed the new $4,000 parsonage at Pagosa Springs. 
He brings in a perfect report from all departments, with a large increase 
in membership. E. Burns Martin has successfully walked the ecclesiasti- 
cal tight-rope in the Community Church at Telluride. We own him, but 
not the church. He is in demand on all occasions in that great mining 
center. 


While there have been cases of severe iliness, death has not entered 
one of our parsonage homes this year, for which we devoutly thank God. 
New-born life has come to four—to Mr. and Mrs. T. C. Collister, a boy; 
to Mr. and Mrs. G. F. Klein, a girl; to Mr. and Mrs. J. T. Coulter, a boy, and 
to Mr. and Mrs. J. M. Flynn, a girl. I have baptized Frances BPlizabeth 
Klein and Ruth Evelyn Curtis. One of our parsonages and many of our 
church homes have furnished recruits for the army and navy. May the 
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merciful God spare all who are in the field from moral stain and death- 
dealing wound! 

In evangelism this has not been an outstanding year on the district. 
Personal evangelism and the Sunday School decision day have been 
stressed as a means of ingathering, and where used have proved successful. 
Pastors J. Andrew Dean, Resor, Horton, Elston and Munger were their 
own evangelists in special services to the saving of souls and the blessing 
of the people. During the year Evangelist W. E. Bennett held successful 
meetings at Hagle, Palisade and Olathe; R. B. Carson at Montrose; A. J. 
Fitt at Aspen; R. S. Chambers at Ignacio; Sara E. Doebler at Bethel, Loma 
and Cedaredge; Reva A. Owen at Chama, N. M., and William J. Lockhart 
at Pagosa Springs. The last, especially, was a splendid exhibition of 
evangelistic skill and power, and ali were in a high degree blessed of God 
in the reaching of many for His Kingdom. 

_ One of the biggest things on the Grand Junction District is its debt 
list. Our indebtedness is .142 per cent of our valuation, as compared with 
an average of .124 per cent for the entire Conference. This year the small 
debts at Ignacio and Lebanon, on the Dolores Circuit, have been cleared 
up; Fruita and Palisade have reduced their debts by $1,000 each; Glen- 
wood Springs has paid $600; Meeker has paid $400, and Pagosa Springs 
has made a substantial reduction. Rifle has purchased a fine new parson- 
age and has the money subscribed to pay for it. Many dollars in improve- 
ments, painting and interior decoration for churches and parsonages rep- 
resent our expenditures for building purposes for the year. With improved 
financial conditions, benevolences ought to show a decided increase this 
year. Salaries will show a slight decrease, but there is a strong upward 
tendency for next year. 

Our problems are many and acute, but a few of the outstanding ones 
may be briefly summarized: 

1. To secure protracted pastorates which will face and solve the 
problems of the local churches instead of glossing them over. This dis- 
trict is being cursed with an epidemic of short pastorates. Short pas- 
torates tend to superficiality. Unwholesome conditions are never cor- 
rected by discharging the man who “knows too much” and putting in his 
place the man who is ignorant. Pastors and churches are chasing the 
will-o’-the-wisp of the unattainable, the one seeking the perfect church, 
the other the perfect preacher. Both will be forever disappointed so long 
as they seek these things through frequent changes rather than by means 
of hard, grinding toil and the power ofa dynamic faith. 

2. The “regional conference’ has appeared upon the horizon of our 
church. We also need the “regional pastorate.’’ In the very nature of 
the case many of our appointments must cover a large field of pastoral 
activity. It is wrong to limit the activities to the town which forms the 
center of such a field. It might be profitable to change names of appoint- 
ments so as to define areas of activity rather than centers. 
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3. In these times of soaring prices the men on the smaller appoint- 
ments are being forced into various kinds of secuiar employment to find 
support for their families and keep bills paid. Some truly heroic instances 
have occurred this year in which men have taken up the most arduous 
kinds of labor in order to piece out inadequate salaries. On these charges 
now our men are practically on a strike for enough salary to enable them 
to secure the bare necessities of life. They must have these salaries or 
be forced into secular employment entirely. The charges will be left 
without appointments unless through an increase of salary or a regroup- 
ing of circuits, the adequate amount is secured. Some churches are 
catching step with the new requirements, but more are as yet agonizing 
over the small amount now being paid and refusing to increase. What 
can be done with them and for them? 

We have had during.the past year, and will continue to have, a 
definite program setting the mark toward which all our churches are 
to work. It includes such items as the following: 

(a) A 10 per cent increase in membership. 

(b) Benevolences in full. 

(c) Settlement day quarterly for all salary claims. 

(d) Organized adult Bible classes in all the schools. 

(e) The every member canvass for salaries and benevolences. 

(f) Missionary and temperance societies organized in all our Sunday 
Schools. 

(g) New church record books and all blanks for Quarterly Confer- 
ence reports and records present at every Quarterly Conference session 
and properly written up. 

These and other marks of the efficient church will be held before 
our people during the year, unto the attainment of which we pray the 
help of the Holy Spirit and the leadership of the Master unto the blessing 


of all the churches.

PUEBLO DISTRICT 


Mr. President and Brothers :— 

I want to tell you the story of the year’s work on the Pueblo Dis- 
trict in a simple and matter-of-fact way. 

1. I wish to speak my appreciation for the most excellent kingdom- 
foundation laying and the permanent building of my worthy predecessors. 
The names of Rader, Harris, Chase and Mayo have a large and appreci- 
ative place in the hearts and memories of the people. They are loved 
and kindly remembered for their fine Christian service. It is worth while 
to render such faithful and sacrificing service as these good men have 
given, 
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2. Greetings 

I bring you cordial greetings*from 728 church officials, 40 Quarterly 
Conferences, 55 church organizations, 7,784 church members, 8,129 Sun- 
day school scholars, 1,317 Epworth Leaguers, 321 Junior Leaguers, 2,026 
members of the Ladies’ Aid Society, 367 members of the W. F. M. Society, 
271 members of the W. H. M. Society and that large untabulated number of 
friends and supporters outside the membership of the church who believe 
in the kind of work that we do as Methodist Episcopalians. 


3. Pastoral Changes 
A year ago when the appointments were read and the portfolio of 
the district was handed to me, I discovered that thirty-six pastors had 
been appointed and that two charges were left “to be supplied.” F. 
Ridley Guy, a son of a minister, was secured for Stonington. J. R. Mill- 
sap, a retired minister in the S. W. K. Conference, took charge at Model. 
Two supplies failed to go to their charges, and H. S. Burr from Nebraska 
was appointed to Alamosa and G. A. Dittmar has supplied Springfield. 
Early in December, W. T. Gatley was taken from Fowler and sent to 
Julesburg. J. H. Ketchum of Simpson Church, Denver, was appointed 
to Fowler. Two weeks after the death of Dr. Imboden, S. L. Cates, a 
member of the North Indiana Conference, was put in charge at Northern 
Avenue, Pueblo, as a supply. Two months later he resigned, and since 
that time Prof. A. E. Tuck has been in charge. In March, R. D. Webster, 
who organized the Prowers County Circuit and was serving as a supply, 
was ordered home by his own Conference, the S. W. Kansas, and since 
then there has been no regular pastor. : 
4. Parsonage Homes 


In the parsonage homes there are thirty-two married preachers and 
two bachelors. In the thirty-two homes there are eighty-one children— 
forty-one boys and forty girls. According to thé fathers and mothers. 
these are all high-grade boys and girls. To this opinion the District 
Superintendent gives his indorsement. Most of these homes have gone 
through the year with very little sickness. However, in some there was 
sickness which caused anxiety and patient watching. Brother Lucas, at 
Hartman; Mrs. Burr, at Alamosa; Mrs. Johnson, at Swink; Mrs. May- 
nard, at St. Paul, Pueblo, and the District Superintendent’s wife were all 
in hospitals during the year. All of these have or are recovering. Death 
came into two of our homes.. On Christmas Day Dr. Frank W. Imboden, 
pastor at Northern Avenue, Pueblo, answered the summon of the Death 
Angel and hurried away from friends and loved ones on earth to be with 
his Lord, whom he had served so faithfully for twenty-six years in the 
ministry. He was a conscientious and constructive workman. The little 
gon of Brother and Sister Mumford of Cheraw very quietly slipped out 
of their arms into the safely folding arms of Him who said, “Suffer little 


children to come unto me.” 
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5. McClelland Orphanage 

The year’s work of this institution has been very gratifying. Nearly 
a hundred children have been received and cared ior. The deaconesses 
who are in charge have rendered a faithful and willing service to these 
children. During the year Mr. Andrew McClelland, the generous patron 
who made the institution possible, has given another magnanimous gift, 
consisting of 200 shares of stock in the Andrew McClelland Mercantile, 
Industrial Realty Company. The income from this stock is conserva- 
tively estimated at $2,000 per year. g 


6. The Italian Mission 

The work of the Mission is carried on by a pastor and two deacon- 
esses and many volunteer workers from the churches in Pueblo. The 
temporal needs of the people are cared for in night schools for the men 
and women—dressmaking for the women and girls, cooking classes, 
kitchen-garden, kindergarten, nursing, boys’ clubs and employment bureau 
work. The spiritual life has been nourished by street preaching, Junior 
Leagues, Sunday Schools, prayer meetings and the regular preaching 
services. In the different departments of work 740 meetings have been 
held, with an attendance of 11,000. The Mission is increasing in its self- 
support. Three hundred and thirty dollars have been paid on ministerial 
support and the benevolences will be in full. The total of their giving 
for the year is $460. 


7. District Meetings 

The District Conference was held in La Junta last November. The 
program was prepared with a view of emphasizing the essential things 
which belong to our church organizations and the membership activ- 
ities. Missionary Work, Benevolences, The Sunday School Program, 
The Prayer Meeting, The New Financial Plan, Evangelism, The Church 
a Community Center, The Sermon and Pastoral Fidelity were the sub- 
jects discussed. The preachers and the laymen entered enthusiastically 
into the discussion of these problems. The six pastors in the San Luis 
Valley who did not attend the meeting in La Junta because they were 
too far away met the District Superintendent in Monte Vista and we 
spent one day together discussing their local problems and the general 
program of the church. The W. F. M. Society and the W. H. M. Society 
held a joint convention at Rocky Ford. The Epworth Leagues of the 
San Luis Valley held a very successful convention in Alamosa the 12th 
and 13th of this month. f 


8. Property Interests 


Two new churches are being built. At Stonington a frame building 
costing $3,000 will soon be ready for dedication. At Springfield a stone 
building is under construction and will cost at least $4,000. The District 
Superintendent laid the corner-stone for these buildings, also at Bethel 
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in Pueblo. The corner-stone at Stonington was laid May the tenth and 
was the first one for a church building in Baca County. 

At Hasweil the new church, begun last year, was dedicated on May 
6th. Dr. James A. Reebe was the preacher. Two hundred dollars were 
asked for and the people gave $347. At Wiley, where a remarkable work 
has been accomplished in two years, a Sunday School room with a base- 
ment has been added to the church. The interior of the old building 
was rearranged and by the use of sliding doors the entire first floor can 
be used as one room. The seating capacity, including the gallery, is 1,200. 
The cost was $4,700. 

The church building at Pethel, Pueblo, has stood still this year. 
There were good reasons for this action on the part of the official board 
and a very enthusiastic congregation. Ere long we are hoping that the 
noise of the workmen will be renewed. 

There has been quite an activity throughout the district in church 
and parsonage improvements and new equipment. This work has touched 
a wide range. All the way from a front-yard gate at Mosca to a fine 
Kimbali pire organ at St. Paul, Pueblo. Between these two extremes 
may be mentioned paint, paper, carpets, screens, doors, fences, roofs, 
window shades, pianos, new pews, pulpit furniture, new hymn books, new 
lights, coal sheds, sleeping porches, bath-rooms, kitchen ranges, furnaces, 
heating stoves and a few lawn and other necessary implements. Twenty 
thousand eight hundred and sixteen dollars have been paid on improve- 
ments and new buildings; $5,167 paid on indebtedness. The present in- 
debtedness is $22,615. Some good day, in a concerted action, the Pueblo 
District is going to get busy and wipe out the last dollar of indebtedness. 


9. Ministerial Support 


At the close of the First Quarterly Conference visitation the Super- 
intendent’s record showed an increase of $2,340 in the pastors’ salaries. 
Only two charges lowered the salary. The salaries range from $200 with- 
out a house to $2,200 including a house. The average salary, including 
rental values, is $1,072. The pastors from thirty-four charges report that 
the salaries will be paid in full; only four report a deficit. That is a fine 
showing, but our goal is “every salary paid in full.” In the face of the 
H. C. L., I cannot understand how some of our ministers’ wives manage 
to clothe, feed and keep their children in school. If there is any differ- 
ence in elevation of seats in the world of eternal sunshine and plenty, 
and if one more than another is to be bathed with the glory of the Mas- 
ter’s presence, I believe it will be these noble, self-sacrificing wives and 
mothers of the parsonage homes. Some of the Quarterly Conferences 
voted to increase the salary for the coming year. The amount of the 
increase voted is $1,760. I have reasons to believe that others will follow 


this good example. 
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10. Benevolences 

The benevolences are not going to be paid in full. HKighteen pastors 
only report that all the claims will be paid. There is an inexcusable 
neglect and indifference on the part of some preachers and a regrettable 
absence of conscience on the part of many of our people in reference 
to the importance of the benevolence coilections. A campaign of edu- 
cation is planned for the district, by which we hope to inspire more 
loyalty and more generous giving to these causes. The whole program 
of benevolences, therefore, becomes one of our immediate tasks. 


11. The Pastors 

The pastors who have labored in the district the past year are a 
choice aggregation. With few exceptions, they have wrought well. I 
do not wish to judge manhood or ability by the achievements of any 
particular year, or years. Some may have lacked opportunity, neverthe- 
less the testimony of the centuries will show that every true prayer has 
been answered, every good deed rewarded and every sacrifice has had 
its compensation; and in the larger vision of the perfect future each will 
receive from the Master’s giving according as he hath done. I wish I 
had time to tell of the work of these men. They are deserving of such 
recognition. I will tell you who they are:

Waller and Tyre, Antle and Maclean; Chas. Wesley Huett of Miss’y fame. 

Morris’ two—H. R. and W. E.—and Adams, who preached at Del Norte. 

Stuntz and Cooper, Mumford and Hall; Taylor, Scharff, Tuck, Shepherd, 
all tall. 

Wood, McDonald, Large—and all that; Pimlott, Brand, Lucas, not very fat. 

Johnson of Swink and Johnson of Eads, Dittmar, Logston, Burr who for 
men pleads; 

Ketchum, Campbell, Lane and Pohl of Vineland; 

Millsap and Guy completes this District Band. 


12. A Few Briefs 

The pastors report 528 days in special evangelistic meetings. 

Nineteen thousand three hundred and sixty-four pastoral calls are 
reported to have been made. 

Six hundred and eighty-four church papers are taken. That is not 
enough. It must be more. 

The Ladies’ Aid Societies have raised $9,468 during the year. Nearly 
all of this amount has been wisely spent for the spiritual and temporal 
interests of the local churches. 

A good man at Alamosa, through the influence of our pastor, has 
deeded the Conference Claimants’ Board in Chicago a town property esti- 
mated to be worth $2,200. 7 
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The members of the Quarterly Conferences, as well as all the con- 
gregations, have been exceedingly kind, charitable and appreciative of the 
leadership of an inexperienced District Superintendent. The preachers 
and their families have been generous in their hospitality and thoughtful 
care of me when out on the district. For these kindly considerations I 
graciously and appreciatively say: Thank you, and God bless you.

(B) REPORTS OF STANDING COMMITTEES 


AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY 


Never before has the world seen so many great causes crying for 
support. In our conviction of the worthiness of these causes, and in our 
desire to meet our obligation, we are in danger of letting sympathy run 
away with duty, so that we shall fail to discriminate as we should in favor 
of the supreme interest. 

The task of the church is to save the world. The greatest instrument 
in its hands for that task is the Word of God. The chief agency for fur- 
nishing the instrument according to demand is the American Bible So- 
ciety, and the only resource of the American Bible Society, that it may 
furnish the instrument for the church’s task, is the loyal and liberal finan- 
cial support of the church. By how much the spiritual and eternal is 
more than the physical and temporal, by so much our effort should dis- 
criminate in favor of the institution serving those ends. Whatever causes 
suffer, the American Bible Society must not. 

One of the most effective means of “making the war safe for char- 
acter” will be the wisest and widest distribution of Bibles among those 
most directly influenced by the war. This will require our most loyal 
financial support, which is the least we should expect to give. 

The American Bible Society has just donated 1,000,000 Testaments 
for the soldiers. Every soldier who receives a Testament signs a pledge 
to read a portion of that Testament every day. Eighty per cent of our 
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soldiers on the Mexican border, to whom Testaments were given, were at 
the time without any church connection whatever. We lost the chance of 
winning them before they went to the border, but through the work of 
the American Bible £ociety another opportunity was given. 

We urge all our churches to raise in full their Bible Society appor- 
tionment.

Second—That a commission of five be appointed from the Colorado 
Conference to co-operate with the local Hospital Board in the manage- 
ment of the institution. 


STATE OF CHURCH

The state of the church and the condition of its work is most gratify- 
ing. While making progress along all lines of ordinary work, the church 
has not failed in heroic response to the great and unusual call made upon 
it by our nation’s entering the war.

needs of the day. 
(2) All diligence be exercised in protecting free institutions from 


all encroachments. 

(3) Loyal support be given to measures seeking to prevent child 
labor, to secure an eight-hour labor day, to establish and maintain a 
minimum wage scale as well as other movements looking to “Christianiz- 


ing the Social Order.” 
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Such steps, we believe, will bring the church more securely into the 
confidence of the world, offer additional opportunity to serve and greatly 
help in the supreme work it is undertaking.

CONFERENCE CLAIMANTS 
Plan One—By the Cabinet 
Acting upon the request of the Conference, the Cabinet, after a long 
and serious consideration of ail the elements involved in the campaign 
for the Conference Claimants’ Endowment Fund, agreed to report back 
to you with the following recommendations: 


First—That the apportionment to the Conference be increased in 
the ratio of 10 cents on each grade point, amounting in all to 90 cents. 
This, with the new Conference grade point for the year 1917-18, which is 
17,076, would yield an income of $15,368, as against $13,000 for the past 
year. ; 

Second—That the Conference take no action at this time binding 
itself to definite increases for the two succeeding years. 

Third—That we instruct the Conference Commission on the Endow- 
ment Fund to proceed with definite plans for a general campaign for 
funds, said campaign to be completed on or before December 31, 1918. 


Plan Two—By W. F. Steele 


Resolved, First, That the Colorado Conference heartily thanks those 
of the present Jubilee Beneficiaries who with practical uniformity to the 
amount of about $1,600 a year, are willing and pledge themselves under 
certain conditions to accept their extra Jubilee Annuities year by year 
as the last dollars—some as high as $136 each—on the payment in 1918 
of their full minimum Disciplinary annuities, and that we proceed ge plan 
to accept and bind that offer. 
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Resolved, Second, That by roll call of ayes and noes we adopt the 
following three year program: 

As in 1915, we advanced from a $9,000 apportionment to the charges 
for Conference claimants to $11,000, or 22 per cent, and in 1916 from 
$11,000 to $13,000, or 18 per cent. So we hereby advance the apportion- 
ment in 1917 from $138,000 to $16,000, or 23 per cent, and in 1918 from 
$16,000 to $19,000, or 19 per cent, and in 1919 from $19,000 to the practi- 
cally normal $22,000, or 16 per cent, making in the five years an average 
advance of less than 20 per cent on the preceding year.

A resolution to provide for the publication of our Conference Min- 
utes, whereby it shall be agreed: 


First—To print our Annual Minutes in two editions, to-wit: 
First Edition (so-called) to be limited to the smallest number re- 
quired to supply our need and obtain the minimum charge. 


The Second Edition, to supply all additional copies ordered as per 
plan hereinafter stated. 


Second—First edition to supply one copy to each member of Con- 
ference, probationer, supply, widow of déceased member, our Connec- 
tional boards and a sufficient surplus to meet the demand made upon the 
Secretary during the year. 


Third—The cost of the first edition shall be apportioned among all 
persons connected with or working within or under the jurisdiction of 
the bounds of the Colorado Conference, whose support is $500 or more 
per year. 

The apportionment to be made on salary basis, including house rent, 
as recorded in minutes of previous year or as reported to publishers by 
those whose salary is not printed in Minutes. 

The amount shall be equal to $1 for first $500 salary, including house 
rent and 10 cents for each additional $100 of salary. ($50 or more shall 
count at $100.00.) 

Fourth—All persons paying as above stated shall receive in consid- 
eration thereof one copy of the Minutes. 

One copy shall be delivered free of charge to (a) All preachers receiv- 
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ing less than $500 salary; (b) all retired members of Conference, and 
(c) all-;widows of deceased members. 

Fifth—Additional copies in any quantity may be procured at 10 cents 
each by any one coming under the provisions aforestated. To others, 
copies shall be sold at 25 cents each. 

Sixth—All accounts are strictly cash in advance. All orders to be 
in no later than the second day of Conference. 

Seventh—Authority hereby to be given to Secretary to arrange for 
publication of succeeding year’s Minutes and add to or subtract from 
the above apportionment according to prevailing prices.

CONFERENCE DEACONESS BOARD 


The reports presented to the Conference Deaconess Board by the 
different Deaconess organizations within the bounds of this Conference 
are highly satisfactory and encouraging. 

Beth-El Hospital has had the most successful year in its history. 
A new home for nurses, costing more than $30,000, was opened last July, 
practically free from debt. About 20 per cent of the cases and opera- 
tions of the past year were without charge. The greatest need of the 
hospital is the payment of the remaining $30,000 of bonded indebtedness. 

The Margaret Evans Deaconess Home of Denver has added to its 
property during the year a furnished cottage at Glen Park, Colorado, the 
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gift of a generous friend in Denver. The settlement work in charge of 
the Deaconesses in this home has been enlarged by taking over rooms 
occupied for years by People’s Chapel and assuming responsibility for the 
Sunday School and other work heretofore done by People’s Chapel. 

The Deaconesses in the Margaret Evans Home are engaged in parish 
work, settlement work and hospital service. The following licensed Dea- 
conesses are connected with the home and were approved as to char- 
acter and standing: Mrs. C. W. Horton, Louise Swickheimer, Beulah 
Rayson, Leona Osterhout, Rhoda EH. Sigler, Lida C. Manning, Grace Packer, 
Mabel Biggs, Irene Cummings, Catherine Reisinger, Mary Harrison. 

Mary Wright is approved as a probationer. 

The Superintendent of the home is Mrs. C. W. Horton, 1630 Ogden 
Street, Denver, Colorado. 

Katherine Deardoff left the home during the year on account of 
sickness. 

Mary Harrison, Grace A. Packer and Leona Osterhout were received 
during the year and Grace A. Packer was transferred to the Colorado Con- 
ference from the Wyoming Conference. 

The Pueblo Deaconess Home has been improved by substantial repairs 
and new furnishings. One Deaconess in this home has given her entire 
time to evangelistic work, with good results. Excellent service has been 
rendered by the Nurse Deaconess, and two Deaconesses have labored faith- 
fully and with gratifying success among the foreign population. 

The licensed Deaconesses connected with this home are: Reva A. 
Owen, Violet M. Leach, Lelia Barnes, Mary J. Schwinn, Bertha Ragland, 
Rena W. Stevenson. 

Mary J. Schwinn left the home to care for a sick relative and Bertha 
Ragland was received during the year. All the above named Deaconesses 
have been approved in character and standing. 

The McCleiland Orphanage is held in high favor among the people 
of Pueblo, who provide generously for its support. Andrew McClelland, 
who gave the original property now occupied by this institution, has this 
year made an additional gift of stock, the market value of which is be- 
tween twenty and thirty thousand dollars. The home has sheltered dur- 
jng the year seventy children. 

The licensed Deaconesses engaged in this work are as follows: Anna 
Burgess, Lulu Patterson, Cornelia Rodenfels, Clio Nesbit. 

Garda Jobnson is a probationer. All of them are approved as to 
character and standing. 

Anna Burgess, the capable Superintendent, has been granted a six 
months’ leave of absence for health reasons. 

Cornelia Rodenfels and Lulu Patterson have been received during 
the year and their transfer to the jurisdiction of this Conference has been 
requested. 

At the meeting of the Conference Board held August 30, 1917, Garda 
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Jobnson was granted a. certificate of recognition as a Deaconess proba- 
tioner and Clio Nesbit was given a Deaconess license. 

Clio Nesbit was consecrated as a Deaconess by Bishop Francis J. 
McConnell, Sunday, September 2, 1917. 

The Conference Board feels that the interest taken in Deaconess 
work throughout our Conference is far less than it should be. The need 
for more Deaconess workers is urgent, and pastors are requested to call 
the attention of capable and consecrated young women to this fruitful 
fieid of Christian service.

EDUCATION 


The Committee on Education submits the following report on the 
University of Denver: 

All the campaigns of the University for liquidation of debts, for 
maintenance, for enlargement and for endowment have been successful. 
One and one-third million dollars in cash and pledges has been the rec- 
ord of achievement since the Conference met in Salida in 1900. 

This is the result of hearty co-operation of ministers and laymen 
and very many friends of Christian education outside our own communion. 
All the objectives sought in this continuous campaigning, down to this 
hour, have been won. 

At every Conference session we have been at a critical point in our 
life. This is true now in 1917, and will continue to be true until the 
deficit in our current expense account shall be wiped out through the 
completion of our present campaign to secure adequate endowment in 
cash to meet the conditions of the proposed gift of the General Educational 
Board. 

All our debts are now extinguished. This brings us to the long- 
desired day when every dollar that we collect in cash on Endowment 
Account will bring a third of a dollar from New York. 

So we thank God and take courage!

The total of debts and deficits now paid, as shown above, is $226,000 , 


All this is precisely what we expected. No church building or any 
other big subscription for any cause ever pays out in full. There are 
always losses from death, from misfortune and from indifference. 

The gigantic University subscription has yielded better results than 
the average subscription for the building of a church. 

Today we face the task of collecting pledges which aggregate $231,000 
and the additional task of securing $69,000 in new money and the addi- 
tional task of securing additional thousands of dollars to cover all 
deficits and campaign expenses until we shall have invested an addition 
to our University endowment of $400,000. 

We have notes of cheer in the fine success of our field Secretaries, 
Henry M. Mayo and James F. Harris, and in the gift of $16,000 for the 
completion of the main room of our chapel from a friend of Christian 
education in the Roman Catholic Church, and in our growing student 
body, now numbering 1,685; but we turn from the consideration of these 
cheering facts to face the one supreme duty of this hour. 

It is evident that we must not only collect $231,000 of old pledges, but 
that we must also find $100,000 of new cash before December 31, 1919, at 
which date the pledge of the General Educational Board terminates. 

So we here and now pledge our hearty co-operation in the execution 
of all the plans which may be adopted by the University for the comple- 
tion of this gigantic endowment campaign.

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ILIFF SCHOOL OF THEOLOGY 


The Iliff School of Theology, under the abie presidency of Dr. James 
A. Beebe, continues to show encouraging signs of success. The enroll- 
ment for the past year was 59, consisting of 33 regular and 26 special 
students, an increase of seven over the year before. These students 
came from 16 states and 33 schools, colleges and universities. Three- 
fourths of the regular students have*completed the major part or all ot 
the college course. 


The outlook for next year is uncertain, owing to the war, but the 
institution expects to be open with an entering class of at least ten 
or twelve. While we think with pride and gratitude of the gift of young 
manhood that our schools have already made, we are thankful for those 
still left to be trained for the eternal war against evil and for leadership 
in coming days of reconstruction. 


The finances of the schooi have been so carefully and wisely handled 
that there is no cause for uneasiness on that score—but the margin is 
too narrow for all embarrassment to cease, and the future usefulness of 
the school will be curtailed if something cannot be done to make the 
income larger. While we rejoice at the sacrificial spirit of the faculty 
_ in accepting remuneration so far below that which they should receive, 
we feel the time must come when the strain upon their loyalty and devo- 
tion must be removed. Some slight advance in salaries, we are glad to 
note, has been made. 


The Conference contribution of last year of $500.00 has been greatly 
appreciated as it met some real needs unprovided for in the budget. We 
recommend that not only this contribution be continued, but that it be 
increased to $800.00, so as to more fully meet the needs that remain 
unprovided for. 

We desire to again express our high appreciation of the services of 
Dr. James A. Beebe, whose influence and power continue to grow. 
Another year of marked success has further demonstrated the wisdom 
of his selection for the position he holds as the head of the school. 

As a part of a great connectional church we rejoice in the prosperity 
that has come to our three oldest Theological Schools, Boston, Drew and 
Garrett, and commend them heartily to the consideration of the church. 


BOARD OF EDUCATION 
Your committee recommends that the Colorado Annual Conference 
pledge renewed co-operation and loyal support to our Board of HEduca- 
tion in its plans for a Jubilee Endowment, of one million dollars for in- 
creasing its Student Loan Fund, for aiding needy institutions, by gifts 
from the Public Educational Collection, and especially for caring for the 
religious needs of Methodist students at State schools. 
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THE EPWORTH LEAGUE 


We acknowledge the Epworth League to be an organization worthy 
of sincere praise and cordial support as a strong influence in and aid 
to the efficiency and activities of the church. 

In our outlook upon the life of the League we would urge: 

First—That the pastors identify themselves with this Society of 
young people by a cordial personal interest and a hearty co-operation. 

Second—That we urge the Epworthians to the highest enterprise for 
the League, but at the same time to aid fully in the work of their pastor 
for the welfare and prosperity of the church as a whole. 

Third—That we commend the Leagues of the Conference for the sup- 
port of the Rev. J. H. Garden, a missionary of India, and for the con- 
tributions made to the general missionary work of the church. 

Fourth—That we would urge the Leagues to subscribe more largely 
to the Epworth Herald, and also to support the “Eloc,’ published by the 
State Epworth League in the interest of the work throughout the State. 

We believe in these young people and would emphasize the neces- 
sity of organizing in every charge a Senior and Junior League.

COMMISSION ON FINANCE 


Whereas, The Disciplinary Plan of Finance has been tested under 
practically all sorts of conditions, and has so thoroughly demonstrated 
its efficiency wherever it has been faithfully carried out that it received 
the approval of the General Conference which embodied it in the law of 
the church, giving it a claim upon our judgment as ménm who are open- 
minded to the testimony of experts and the evidence of facts, and a claim 
upon our loyalty as men who accept and endeavor loyally to obey the 
law of the church; therefore, 

Resolved, That we commend the Disciplinary Plan of Finance to the 
attention of all our Official Boards and recommend that it be adopted 
and put in operation in all our churches. 

Resolved, That we urge upon all our pastors to exercise special care 
to see that the plan is not rendered ineffective by the omission or feeble 
presentation of the benevolent claims, or any other essential part of the 
plan, but to put forth every effort to secure a suitable educational cam- 
paign, a proper observance of the special days in the interest of the 
several Benevolent Boards, a personal canvass of every member of the 
church giving equal consideration to the benevolent claims and the local 
budget and an earnesst use of the spiritual opportunities of the plan. 

Resolved, That we call attention of our people to the fact that the 
apportionments for the several Benevolent Boards are simply the min- 
imum requirements and not the full measure of responsibility, that the 
General Conference has fixed as the true ideal of benevolent giving, the 
standard of the Golden Rule, “As much for others as for ourselves.” We 
therefore recommend that each church endeavor to measure up to this 
ideal, at the same time accepting the apportionments for benevolences 
as the minimum standard below which it must not and will not fall.

FOREIGN MISSIONS 


Owing to the world conditions of our present day, the church is con- 
fronted with a situation involving fourfold obligation to our Master’s com- 
mand to evangelize the world. 

The war has suspended the work of the church in much of the ter- 
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ritory of the central powers and greatly crippled the English missions.’ 
Our own country is burdened with this increased responsibility. 

We advocate increasing the regular contributions and discourage 
taking from gifts for foreign missions for home use. 

Much more could and would be done if the people were kept informed. 
We urge that every pastor write to the Board of Foreign Missions for 
a copy of the annual report for 1916, and that each pastor urge every 
member of his church to take the Missionary News containing a sum- 
mary setting forth the great need of our missions. 

We also urge that every pastor subscribe for the “World Outlook,” 
which will be a means of gathering the essential facts pertaining to our 
work upon the foreign field. 

Every pastor should obtain literature from the board and put it in 
the hands of his people, before the every-member canvass is taken, as 
well as hold the anniversary meeting. The extent of our responsibility 
is indicated by the fact that there are 1,500 foreign missionaries in our 
denomination, with 13,000 native workers, 700,000 members and adher- 
ents, 346,000 Sunday School scholars. There was collected in 1916 on the 
foreign field, $783,851 for all purposes.

Whereas, The nation is facing a great crisis and the church is chal- 
lenged to provide for the moral and spiritual needs of the army and navy; 
be it 

Resolved, That the Colorado Conference heartily and unanimously 
indorse the Christian welfare program of the Board of Home Missions and 
Church Extension. ; < 

That the third Sunday in September be observed by all our churches 
in taking an offering for the board, to be used in financing the work of 
the church in the army camps. 

That every minister be requested to send names of enlisted Methodist 
men to proper chaplains. 

That we encourage in every way possible the distribution of church 
literature among sailors and soldiers. 

That we wish to express our appreciation of the efficient and states- 
manlike leadership of D. D. Forsyth and his associate Secretaries, provi- 
dentially called to serve the church in this dark hour of the world’s 
history. : 

Furthermore, that the Board of Home Missions and Church Exten- 
sion is to be congratulated upon its program for the missionary centenary, 
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which provides that in each Conference or District some big worth-while 
centenary task shall be undertaken by the Conference in co-operation with 
the Board. 

The committee wishes, therefore, to recommend the adoption of the 
following centenary agreement, which is suggested by the board: 


Centenary Agreement Between the Board of Home Missions and 
Church Extension of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
and the Colorado Conference 

This agreement made between the Board of Home Missions 
and Church Extension of the Methodist Episcopal Church, here- 
inafter called Board, by its Corresponding Secretary and the 
Colorado Conference, hereinafter called Conference. 

The Board hereby agrees that if the total receipts from all 
Conferences for the regular work of the Board, after deducting 
the 60 per cent to be returned and the expenses incurred in the 
centenary movement, in the years 1918 and 1919, respectively, 
shall equal the receipts by the Board for regular work in the 
year 1917, and in case the above named Conference shall remit 

. to the Board for such work as much in the years 1918 and 1919, 
respectively, as in 1917, it will appropriate to the above named 
Conference not less than the same sum of money in the years 
1918 and 1919, respectively, as it appropriates to it in the year 
1917. 

The Board further agrees to appropriate to the above named 
Conference in the years 1918 and 1919, respectively (in addition to 
the foregoing appropriation), 60 per cent of its increase in remit- 
tances to the Board for regular work in said years, respectively, 
above its total remittances in the year 1917, which increases 
shall be applied to the support of enterprises in said Conference 
agreed upon by the said Board and the Conference Board of the 
above named Conference. 

It is understood between the parties hereto that the set- 
tlement upon which the Board shall make its appropriations in 
1918 and 1919 shall be on the basis of the Board’s records in 
Philadelphia and not on the basis of the minutes of the said Con- 
ference. 

This agreement will not be binding until the Board in its 
annual meeting in November, 1917, approves it. 

The- remittances shail be computed for the Conference years 
ending in 1918 and 1919, respectively, and appropriations shall be 
for the years immediately succeeding.

WOMAN’S HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY 

The Woman’s Home Missionary Society of the Colorado Conference 
reports an advance in every” department of its work. There are now 
nearly 100 organizations, with about 2,500 members, with property to the 
value of $150,000 and only $33,000 indebtedness. 

Beth-El Hospital and Nurses’ Home at Colorado Springs, Margaret 
Iivans’ Deaconess Home in Denver and Rest Cottage for workers at Glen 
Park are all doing work of inestimable value to the Kingdom. 

Twelve deaconesses are connected with the Deaconess Home. The 
society is considering extensive settlement work and the People’s Chapel, 
Denver, is to be turned over to this cause. Approximately $4,000 in sup- 
plies and missionary boxes have been dispensed to nearly 50 ministers 
of the Conference, besides aiding 34 national institutions and causes. 

Receipts from all sources are more than $47,000, an increase of over 
$4,000 over last year. : 

While the society plans even greater work for next year, looking to 
the reduction of present indebtedness and increased activity along all 
lines, the primary interest of the members is the deepening of the spir- 
itual life of the women of the church. 

Realizing the value of the work done by this society and appreciating 
the contribution it has made to the work of the church, we gladly com- 
mend its present program and urge the pastors to heartily co-operate in 


its consummation.

Our Permanent Funds are in the hands of an incorporated Society, 
THE METHODIST EPISCOPAL COLORADO CONFERENCE PREACH- 
ERS’ AID SOCIETY, which name should be used in making all wills in 
our favor, failure to do so being liable to divert thousands of dollars frém 
our Ciaimants now and forever. COMMIT THE SAME TO MEMORY, 
and see under the Conference Organization the form for wills. 

The larger part of these funds has been raised by the members of a 
dues-paying. Society, known now as Jubilee Members of the Preachers’ 
Aid Society; also by conditional subscriptions by others and relinquish- 
ments. They amount to $38,500. The income thereon is distributed to 
the Retired Ministers and the widows who have been pioneers of the work 
in the State, and to those others who are making their contributions 
under the Constitution. Beside paying the expenses of the work, more 
than $20,000 has been distributed to the Beneficiaries of these funds, 
which ultimately will be the property of the Conference as a whole. 
These are funds for the support of preachers retired and their depen- 
dents, and our ministers are urgently invited to make large investments 
therein, increasing the same to $100,000 as soon as possible. It is the 
surest kind of insurance. They not only afford additional income in time 
of need, but after departure, their benefit goes to their younger fellow 
laborers. 

The remaining $7,500 of the Permanent Fund is invested for the bene- 
fit of all the Claimants of the Conference. Until it reaches $10,000, its 
interest after paying expenses is added to the principal. Thereafter one- 
half its income will be distributed. If reliance is to be placed in any 
degree upon a Permanent Fund to supplement the annual apportionments 
to the Charges, this Permanent Fund must be rapidly increased in Colo- 
rado to a quarter of a million. The campaign is on all over the Church, 
and it behooves every church and member of the Conference to keep at 
work until the goal is reached.

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THE JUBILEE MEMBERS OF THE PREACHERS’ AID SOCIETY 


These are those who down to 1910 had by their initiation fees and dues helped to accumu- 
Jate its fund and paid for its care, as C. A. Brooks for thirty-four years and D. D, Forsyth for 
one year before closing business in the due-paying form. In that year the Society reorganized 
itself the better to carry out the law of 1908 for the benefit of all members of the Conference, 
who were constituted members and prospective beneficiaries thereof upon doing their duties 
instead of paying dues. Upon retirement, accordingly, these Jubilee Members and their widows 
were voted entitled to a limited first use in proportionate shares of the net income of the Per- 
manent Fund on hand in 1910, when dues stopped, as additional annuity to the Colorado pio- 
neers beyond the Disciplinary Minimum Annuity—at present so much in default. When the in- 
come shall exceed the agreed maximum of $10 and $5 for each Jubilee year, the excess is to be 
paid in proportion to help make up any deficiency in the Minimum Disciplinary Annuity of 
said Jubilee Members. When it shall have served these two purposes, all excess shall be used 
for the Annuities of ALL Claimants of the Colorado Conference, although they paid nothing 
thereto in the way of fees and dues. These Jubilee years have not increased since due-paying 
ceased in 1910, nor are general funds added to that Jubilee Fund. By transfers, locations, 
deaths, these Claimants and years are rapidly decreasing.

We, the Sunday School Committee, delight in reporting the gratifying 
success achieved by the Board of the Sunday Schools of the Methodist 
Hpiscopal Church. 

First, in securing through the Sunday Schoois of our denomination 
the sum of $100,000 for the American Red Cross work. 

Second, for the advanced steps it has taken along the line of Teacher 
Training and Short Courses of Study for Adult and Senior Classes. 
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Third, we deem it of great importance that all pastors bring to the 
immediate attention of their Sunday Schools the fact that on January 1st 
there will be a change from the old International Lessons to the improved 
Uniform Series. 

Fourth, the committee unreservedly recommends the adoption of the 
Graded Lessons. 

Fifth, we find some confusion in the minds of many of our pastors as 
to the proper source of information concerning the organization and 
work of the Sunday School and respectfully request that all communica- 
tions on this subject be addressed to Rev. H. M. Pingree, 2310 South 
University, Denver, Colorado. 

Sixth, we commend in unstinted terms the useful and vigorous work 
of the Sunday School Superintendent, Rev. H. M. Pingree, and ask that 
he be continued in his present position.

TEMPERANCE 


In the nation-wide warfare against the liquor traffic the signs of the 
times indicate that now is the beginning of the end. The United States 
Senate, on August ist this year, by more than the necessary two-thirds 
majority vote, adopted the joint resolution to submit national constitu- 
tional prohibition to the States, and the House of Representatives will 
consider and act upon the Resolution at the next regular session of 
Congress, which convenes in December. If the House adopts the Reso- 
lution, then the scene shifts from our national capital, Washington, to 
the States, and each of the States becomes a battlefield. Three-fourths 
of the States, or 36, must ratify the amendment, by legislative action, 
within six years. 


Therefore, Resolved, 


First, That we express our complete confidence in President Woodrow 
Wilson and commend heartily his attitude and conduct in this matter. 


Second, That we congratulate the temperance leaders in and out of 
Congress upon the successful consummation of their efforts to secure the 
submission of prohibition to the States, and we pledge our unswerving 
support to the Board of Prohibition, Temperance and Public Morals of 
our church, the Anti-Saloon League and all other temperance organiza- 
tions in “seeing this thing through.” 


Third, That we pledge our loyal support to the Anti-Saloon League 
of Colorado and the other temperance forces in our own State in pro- 
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posed initiation and submission of a law to prohibit the possession of 
liquors for beverage purposes, in harmony with the federal enactment 
known as the Reed Bone-Dry Law. 

Fourth, That we commend the extensive and valuable work of our 
own Wm. D. Phifer, employed as Lecturer on National Prohibition, during 
the past year. 

Fifth, That we call attention of our churches to the growing evil 
of the cigarette habit and recommend careful and thorough instruction 
in our Sunday Schools concerning dangers thereof. 

Sixth, That in view of the fact that vice conditions in the vicinity of 
army camps have in the past been deplorable and the source of indescrib- 
able harm, we commend our government and army .officials for their 
efforts to prevent a repetition of past experiences in this respect.

JUBILEE FUNDS OF PREACHERS’ AID SOCIETY 


Recommended that the Jubilee Members and Patrons funds be in- 
corporated with each other upon the following terms, viz.: 

1. That of the amount elapsed from time to time by the death or 
removal of Patrons and the profits received in excess of the requirements 
of the by-laws, the first $1,000 shall be considered as the total amount 
belonging or accruing to the Jubilee Members fund and be placed therein. 

2. That whenever the Jubilee Members fund, inciuding the $1,000 
above mentioned, shall amount to the sum of $36,364, it shall be con- 
sidered as completed. 

3. That when completed, in lieu of all profits the Jubilee Members 
fund shall receive the annual sum of $2,181, of which sum $2,000 shall be 
paid to its beneficiaries in accordance with the provisions of the by-laws 
and $181 placed in the expense fund of the Society—provided, however, 
that whenever the total claims of Jubilee Members shall he less than 
$2,000 per annum, the amount of such claims only shall be paid. 

4. That including the sum of $181 above mentioned not more than 
$500 per annum shall be used for expenses of the two funds thus incor- 
porated with each other. 

5. That after paying the above sums and carrying an amount, “the 
income of which shall be sufficient to meet the claim of all its beneficiaries 
as provided in the by-laws, the excess in the Patrons fund shall be placed 
in the Conference fund for distribution or investment as the Board of 
Managers may decide. 


REPORT PENIEL TRUST ASSOCIATION 


The Trustees of the Peniel Trust Association beg leave to submit the 
following report for the year now closing: 
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The assets of the Association as they appeared on its books at the 
July meeting of the trustees amount in all to $168,885.96.; $48,800 of this 
is in the form of mining properties in Clear Creek County and of doubtful 
value. Negotiations have gone on throughout the year for a satisfactory 
lease or sale of the same, but without success to date. The remaining 
valuation of $120,005.96 is in the form of unimproved lands in the San 
Luis Valley and Larimer County, residence properties in the city of 
Denver, and a valuable business property on Stout Street, opposite the 
Auditorium Hotel. The residence properties are all in a badly run-down 
condition, making it difficult to realize on rents. The Stout Street prop- 
erty has been heavily mortgaged for years, but it is possible that our 
equity will prove valuable when conditions make it salable. The income 
from ali sources runs between $400 and $450 monthly. This is entirely 
inadequate to cover the heavy taxes, the accumulating interest charges 
and the open accounts which have been standing against the Association 
for a long time. 


The balance sheet at the July meeting shows total liabilities against 
the Association amounting to $43,311.30. The greater part of this is in 
the form of mortgages given to satisfy the claims of Mrs. Queen V. Cole, 
when she surrendered her annuity last year. In addition to this, is the 
item of unpaid taxes amounting to about $3,500. It has been the policy 
of the trustees to sell from time to time small and unproductive prop- 
erties to raise funds to satisfy the claims of unsecured creditors. These 
have been reduced nearly two-thirds in the last eighteen months. All 
other claims against the Association are secured by mortgages. The 
outcome of the Association depends upon the possibility of converting - 
some of our larger properties into cash, which at this time seems remote. 
The affairs of the Trust are now in such condition that the Conference 
will not be involved in either financial or morai obligation in the event 
that its existence comes to an end.

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IX. Plan of Conference Examinations 


SUMMARY OF THE RULES OF THE BOARD OF 
EXAMINATION 


(Undergraduates wili please study these rules carefully.) 


(A)—Candidates for Reception on Trial 
Candidates for Reception on Trial may take examinations during the 
year, on recommendation of their District Superintendent, under Super- 
visors properly appointed. 


(B)—Those in the Regular Course 


1. Examinations shall be quarterly, on the last Tuesday in October, 
January, April and July. The figures (1), etc., following the title of the 
book in the printed schedule, indicate to which quarterly examination that 
particular book has been assigned. 

2. ‘No undergraduate shall be entitled to advanced classification who 
is delinquent or has failed to pass, in two (2) books to be studied, or 
three (3) books to be read, or in one (1) book to be studied and two (2) 
to be read. For either reception on trial, or admission in full, and for 
ordination as Elder, the law permits no ‘conditions’ whatever. 

3. Upon the complete and careful reading of each book to be read, 
the undergraduate shail certify that fact to the registrar. 


Miscellaneous. 


1. All those pursuing the course of study shall contribute the sum 
of fifty cents per annum to defray the expenses of examinations. 

2. All persons working in Mission Conferences, who are seeking re- 
ception on trial or are pursuing the course of study under the auspices of 
this Conference, shall be required to pass the examinations submitted by 
the Conference Board before they shall be received on trial or advanced 
in the year’s studies, unless the examination is in course in a foreign 
language. 

3. All candidates for reception on trial and all undergraduates who 
have not completed their examinations shall meet the examining board at 
the seat of Conference the day before the session opens, to close the work 
of the year. 

4. The examining board shall not be required to give any examina 
tion or to examine or report on any written sermon or essay after the 
opening of the Conference session, except at the option of the Board on 
satisfactory reason for not appearing within the time above specified.

finsea L. Beardsley 


Hosea L Beardsley was born June 11, 1838, at North Harpersfield, 
Delaware County, New York. He received his higher education at the 
New York Conference Seminary, the Baldwin University, Berea, Ohio, 
and the Iowa Wesleyan University, Mount Pleasant, Iowa. He enlisted 
in the Union Army, in Company I, 18th Iowa Infantry, July 7, 1862, and 
with his regiment soon joined the army in the southwest. He was ap- 
pointed a corporal in his company, and soon after entering active service 
a sergeant. On January 28, 1864, he was commissioned first lieutenant 
and regimental quartermaster of the Second Arkansas Infantry. On Oc- 
tober 19 of that year he resigned and was mustered out, but he remained 
with the army until the following February, clerking in the office of the 
chief quartermaster in Little Rock, Arkansas. 

After leaving the army he took a business course in St. Louis, Mis- 
souri, after which he taught school for a year. He was admitted on trial 
in the Missouri Annual Conference in March, 1866, and after eight years 
of faithful service he was transferred to the Colorado Conference in 1874. 
He served this Conference as secretary from 1885 to 1901. In 1879 he was 
chaplain of the Lower House of the Colorado Legislature. He was also 
grand secretary of the Grand Lodge of the I. O. G. T. for two terms. 

He was united in marriage to Sarah J. Burgess April 22, 1869, near 
Knoxville, Missouri, and for over forty-six years they journeyed happily 
and usefully together. Six children were born to this union. 

Brother Beardsley was a sound gospel preacher, a faithful, popular 
and much beloved pastor, and in late years was often called to conduct 
funeral services of former parishioners or to perform marriage cere- 
monies of members of their families. During his membership in the 
Colorado Conference, the last of his active years, he was assistant secre- 
tary of the executive committee of Denver University. He was promoted 
to the retired list at his own request in 1912, and for two or three years 
was secretary of the Veterans of the Cross Fellowship. In all the varied 
positions he filled, as well as in his own home, he ever manifested a 
sweet, gentle spirit and was greatly beloved by all who knew him. 


During the fall of 1915, with his beloved companion, he made a trip 
to California. While there he was quite ill a part of the time. After their 
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return home in late December last, he gradually declined until in the 
early evening of October 25, 1916, he calmly fell asleep in Jesus, and 
went to his coronation. He anticipated his going, making frequent ailu- 
sions to it, but the anticipation was brilliant with Christian hope.— 
Joseph G. Bonnell. 


Franklin W. Imboden 


Franklin W. Imboden, pastor of Northern Avenue Church in Pueblo, 
Colorado, after an illness of eight days, died Christmas evening, 1916. 
Dr. Imboden was the son of John and Sarah Imboden, and was born at 
Decatur, Illinois, December 25, 1857. The foilowing is quoted from his 
own hand-writing: “I was born of Christian parents who were lifelong 
members and workers in the Methodist Episcopal Church. I was con- 
verted at ten years of age, at which time I was baptized by sprinkling 
and joined the church. I was granted a local preacher’s license in 1891 
and in the fall of that year I joined the Central Illinois Conference on 
trial and was on trial two years. I was ordained a deacon by Bishop 
Fowler, and in 1895.Bishop Goodsell ordained me an elder.” 


The ministerial labors were as follows: Central Illinois Conference— 
Iroquois, Woodland, Mantaneo, Crescent City, Mazon and Forrest. In 
1902 he was transferred to the Southwest Kansas Conference and served 
the following charges: Kingman, Larned, Dodge City and Medicine Lodge. 
In 1910 he was transferred to the Colorado Conference and served 
charges as follows: Wray, Bethel, Pueblo. At the session of the Colo- 
rado Conference in September, 1916, he was assigned to the pastorate of 
Northern Avenue Church. 


Dr. Imboden was an earnest Christian minister, strong in the pulpit 
and more than ordinary in his pastoral work. He knew how to do con- 
structive work and he did it. He was loved by the people of all the 
charges that he served. His labors were characterized by earnestness 
and faithfulness in every detail. In a word, he was a true Christian 
gentleman. 


The funeral service was held in the Northern Avenue Church, con- 
ducted by Dr. C. W. Hancher, the district superintendent. Dr. O. K. 
Maynard, pastor of St. Paul’s Church, preached the sermon. Dr. A. J. 
Waller, Rev. A. W. Hall and Rey. T. B. Tyre, the other Pueblo pastors, 
had parts in the service. Dr. Henson, pastor of the First Baptist Church 
and president of the Ministerial Association, read resolutions passed by 
that organization. The body was then taken to Decatur, Illinois, where it 
was buried.—O. K. Maynard. 
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Sirs. Nelliv DL. Rice 


The earthly career of Nellie L. White began in the little town of 
Tyre, Seneca County, New York, August 1, 1864, and came to a close in 
the parsonage home at Wray, Colorado, on Monday evening, May 14, 
1917. She was married to the Rev. Arthur W. Rice, then a member of 
the Central New York Conference, on October 8, 1888. Of the six chil- 
dren which came to bless this union, two preceded their mother into the 
heavenly world. Sister Rice closed her eyes upon the world in which 
she had spent fifty-two years, after several years of suffering from a hid- 
den malady, at the end of a perfect day in the springtime, surrounded 
by her family, consisting of her husband, her two sons—Homer of Roches- 
ter, New York, and Clinton of Chicago—and her two daughters—Gertrude 
and Leona. She was an earnest Christian and had a profound faith in 
the saving Word. She died in the triumph of the faith to which she clung 
so consistently through life. When the family came from York state, about 
ten years ago, Brother Rice became identified with the Colorado Annual 
Conference, and was serving the church at Wray when called upon to 
part with the wife of his youth. The funeral was held in the church and 
was in charge of the district superintendent, assisted by the Rev. Messrs. 
Wolf and Brown, pastors, respectively, of the Presbyterian and Disciples 
ehurch in Wray, and the pastor of our church at Vernon. Following 
the funerai, the family entrained for the oid home at Waterloo, New 
York, at which place interment was made in the plot where rest other 
members of the family. Brother Rice and family are sustained by the 
prayers of the kind people of Wray and those of the friends throughout 
the Conference.—A. L. Chase.
